THE UNIVERSITY OF TORONTO 12TET 


The University of Toronto 12TET is a newly 
created ensemble comprised primarily of 
4th year students. The band was conceived 
as a vehicle for U of T jazz composers and 
arrangers to create new works - specifically 
original Canadian Jazz music. This hybrid 
format not only inspires new music, it 
provides more freedom for soloists not 
always available in the jazz orchestra setting. 

The 12tet sound pays tribute to classic 
bands taking cues from Art Pepper Plus 11, 
The Rob McConnell Tentet but steps further 
by encompassing contemporary time-feel 
and harmonic textures. 


The University of Toronto Jazz Studies is 
fertile ground for young jazz artists; many 
are the best in the country, playing and 
writing well beyond their years. 

Onstage, the band is self-directed, but 
in the rehearsal studio, the 12TET is led 
by Terry Promane, primarily known for 
his work with numerous JUNO winning 
and nominated bands including The Dave 
Young/Terry Promane Octet, Mike Murley 
Septet, The Rob McConnell Tentet, The 
John MacLeod Orchestra, The Carn/ 
Davidson 9 and The Kirk Macdonald Jazz 
Orchestra. 


CHASE SANBORN 


Trumpeter Chase 
Sanborn spent his 
formative years in 
New York, Boston 
and San Francisco, 
toured for a year with 
Ray Charles, and 
eventually settled 
in Toronto in 1981. 
Since that time he has been a mainstay of 
the Toronto jazz and commercial music 
scene. He has released five CDs as a leader, 
and performed as a sideman on thousands 
of commercial recording sessions and 
Broadway show performances. 

A dedicated and celebrated educator 
and author, Chase joined the U of T Jazz 


faculty in the mid-1990s. His educational 
books, CDs and DVDs ( Jazz Tactics / Brass 
Tactics / Tuning Tactics / Music Business 
Tactics) have garnered international 
praise for their insightful and entertaining 
approach to playing and teaching music. 

He is a contributing author to a variety 
of music publications, writing the brass 
column for Canadian Musician magazine 
for over a decade, and currently serving as 
editor and columnist for Jazz Corner in the 
International Trumpet Guild Journal. 

As a Yamaha Artist, Chase continues 
to appear as a clinician and guest artist at 
schools, conferences and festivals across 
North America.
